Haywood- Will Return 


To Denver Thursday 
-Friends Plan Great 
Reception 


(By Associated Press) 


BOISE, July 29.—Charlss H. Mey- 


er, president of the Western Fedora- 
tion of Miners and co-defendant with 
Wm. D.- Haywood, acquitted'- yester- 
day of tlie murder of former Gov- 
ernor Stuniienberg. was ordered re- 
leased on $25.000 bail today by Judge 
Wood, who presided at the Haywood. 
trial. 
The attorneys for ihe federa- 


tion expected to have the bond ready 
for filirig tonight but 
the arrange- 


ments had not been wholly completed 
at a late hour and Moyer resigned 
himself to another night^in jail. He 
will probably be released tomorrow 
and will'leave within 24 hours for 
his home in Denver. 


Xo application for bail was made in 


the case of George A. Pettibone, .the 
third1 oC tho alleged conspirators, but 
a motion was made for a spcecy trial 
and his case was ordered set down, 
for Tuesday, October 1. Counsel in- 
timated today that they might apply 
for bond for Pettibone later, b'ut it is 
not believed 
that 
tho state's

torneys .will consent. It has been gen- 
erally claimed that

last evening by the injured lad as 
he lay on a cot in the People's hos- 
pital.

of the ihouse. 


Frank Forbidden the House. 


"I have repeatedly told Frank Dare 


that I did not want him to come to 
the house and I have also forbidden 
my children to have anything to Jo 
with him. I consider him a vicious 
hoy. 
Only last week he tried to stab 


Charley Dugal's boy, down 
at 
the 


store. 


"Mrs. Dare, Frank's mother, was .1 


witness to the affair. 
She was com- 


ing over to call on1 my wife and was 
only about 100 yards away wheS 
she saw her son fire at 
my boy. 


She rushed toward the children and 
helpd Leo, wjho had not fainted, to 
climb down from the wagon,- and she 
brought him in the house. 
Before 


she reached there my wife, who had 
heard the shot, met her. 


"Frank Dare followed them in1 and 


there my wife took the pistol from him 
saying, 'My husband will kill you for 
this.' 
The boy evidently got scared 


at this for he t6ok to his heels and 
had not been seen when we left in thd 
evening to come to Reno. 
Whether 


my lad lives or not, I shall try to get 
the authorities to send him to a reform 
school or similar institution, before 
he has a chance to do any more dam- 
age." 


Bullet in Child's Jaw.

from Olinghouse, it was learned th'at 
Frank Dare had got back home late 
Sunday. 
His father has been in San 


Francisco, but is said to have returned 
yesterday. 
He passed through Reno 


in the morning, but had evidently not 
learned of the shooting affair, as he 
did not visit Mr. Neeley and his boy at 
the hospital. 


The doctors have probed for the 


S2-calibre bullet and have located it 
•in the left side of the skull, just back 
of the jawbone joint. If the boy is

"If you want them sent back,, come and take them 
like we got them," was GoveVnor Foraker's message to 
President Cleveland. 


This impetus and undignified answer to a mere sug- 


gestion by tha chief executive of the nation won for 
Foraker at the time a little cheap notoriety. Sectionalism 
'was more rife then than it is now, the Civil War was of 
more recent occurrence and its wounds were still open. 
Newspapers .and orators .-that were prone to wave "the 
bloody shirt" indulged in a little short-lived adulation'ci 
the fire-eating governor of the Buckeye. State. But at the 
end of his term in office .^he passed almost into oblivion, 
emerging into the lime-light only to serve as a delegate 
to, and. official of, conventions. He reached the Senate 
in 1897 by appointment to succeed Calvin S. Erice, and it 
was recognized at the time he. was appointed that the 
honor conferred upon him was a sop thrown to the old 
Sherman faction in Ohio by McKinley and Hanna, to 
whom he was always opposed in the management of 
Ohio Republicanism. 


In the Senate, Foraker has been chiefly distinguished 


because of his activity in the Brownville affair, and his 
attitude toward railroad rate regulation. In politics he 
has been distinguished'mainly because of his ceaseless 


. opposition to the ruling element among Ohio 'Republi- 
cans. He has always foug-ht the majority, and the trounc- 
Ings he has taken in primaries and conventions hare been 
too numerous to mention. .

When, two years .since, J. T. St-v- 


ers bought for a Kansas compa iy, 
the old Harris mine, as it is call»l, 
he purchased the greatest bargain 
in the stalQ, getting the property, .tS 
he did, for a paltry $3000. 


Harris has never mined there, il- 


tihough he took out, as nearly as, "3 
linown, by any save himself, noarjy 
$500,000. 
His mining consisted in a 


lot of unminerlilce burr.jwings, term- 
ed "gcjpnerings" by miners, in the 
coarse of whjcth he took fro msundiy 
high-grade pockets, the vast amount 
of money stated, but in doing this 
he left more real wealth untouahed 
than what he took from the ground, 
and today, owing 
to 
development 


work done during the,past tuo years 
under the supervision of Mr. Steven's, 
there is at the least calculation, in 
what is termed low grale ore alono, 
fully $1,000,000 blocked out and in 
sight. 


Under the Harris mananjement of 


mismanagement, nothing was taken 
from the mine in the way of ore. 
He followed the various leads till he 
found a rich gold pocket, rich enough 
to admit of extraction by means of a 
TianJ mortar, when he would beat 
the quartz up in this and the pan- 
ningg were hauled away in a buggy. 


Mine Merely Gophered 


No attempt appears to have been 


made to mine the ground with any 
view to the future removal of any of 
the lower 
grade, but 
nevertheless 


very rich milling ore, as the tunnels 
are little more than gopher holes,

are mere scratchings in the surface 
A short distance down the hill side, 
where the big dyke 
crops, Hairis 


diove a short tunnel, 
possibly 30 


feet in extent, and from the back 


nd of this, he dropped a sliaft, some 
30 feet, on the ledge, to where it 
veered sharply to the east. Here he 
stopped sinking and 
followed 
the 


edge about 30 feet, when It again 
dropped downward at an angle of 
about 45 degrees, and, following the 
usual method, he sank again, thi1? 
time to a depth of 
225 
feet, at 


which point he intercepted his shaft 
with a tunel driven to the point of 
ntersection, but dipping 12 feet at 
the back end. making the work of 
pushing the cars out an 'up.hill :ob. 
Various great ledges running north 
and south, were cut in this tunnel 
diiving, some of which were followed 
a little way, but the work on them 
svas discontinued shcjitly, evidently 
because there,Was no signs of the 
jreat gold pay which was sought, 
ind which had been found on the 
main ledgp. 


A. Splendid Tunnel 


Manager Stevens, after 
carcfullj 


prospecting the property, and exam- 
ning, and testing the various ledges 
\now that he had a big job on,hand 
.o make a mine of the Harris, but ho 
determined to do this, and a year 
igo last Api II, he selected a. tunnel 
site, 275 feet lower than the second 
:unnel driven by Harris, and this 
has now been driven ionic 500 feet, 
and any shot may break the covei IIIK 
trom the main ledge at a depth of 
500 feet from its surface cropping". 


The driving of this tunnel has been 


a work very slow and very expensive 
as there is much of it that has cost 
:he company $25 per foot, owing to 
the hardness and toughness of the 
material through which it was driven 
' This tunnel also has cut many led- 
ges, and has demonstratefVtihe fact 
that the property 
contains 
many 


mineral values never dreamed of by 
the original owner. 


The first ledges from the tunnef 


entrance, carry 
gold 
values, then 


come a series of silver veins, after 
ivhich gold bearing ore is again en- 
countered. 


One great ledge carries tin an<3 sil- 


ver in combination, 'the tin predomi- 
nating to the extent of ?12 to $8. 


This tin discovery is something a 


long- way out- of the ordinary for this 
section of the country, although but 
little has been said concerning it thus 
far, as Mr. Stevenson has felt that it 
was rather a freakish thing, and the 
tin values would probably give place 
to silver 
altogether, 
wiQi 
greater 


depth, or at least diminisvT'to such a 
small percentage that it would not be 
worth while to consider them. 


Jfot Depending on 'High Grade. ,

not mining for high grade, the fact 
that such transcendently rich pocke'ts

the whole district, as to what is like- 
ly to result when the great mam ledge 
is tapped on the 500 foot level. 


Some of the most beautiful speci- 


mens ever piorluccd in the state ihave 
been takr-n fi om the old dumps left 
by the Hams high grading days, «ome 
of these which have been seen by the 
writer showing j.t least a third g ilJ. 


To all intunN and purposes, the 


Hams mine is largely a silver pro- 
position, the white metal which made 
the Corns-tuck lamous, being found 
both in its puie metallic state, in the 
seams of the OIP, and very hirgely 
in the salts. 


Sunday, when the writer visited tho 


mine ,ho was oiuibled lo take many 
pieces of this siher ore trom the vau- 
ous ledges, whu h sh nviiil silver in 
largo percentage m both forms. 


A Very Attrac'the Proposition. 


One 16-foot ledge cut by the 223- 


foot tunnel, is particularly attractive 
as a low grade proposition, being com- 
posed as it is of decomposed porphy- 
litic quartz, which crumbles between 
the fingeis, and carues something bet- 
ter than $3 in gold. The immense 
body of this ore, its easily worked ma- 
terial, and the facilities which could 
be &o convemantly arranged tor hand- 
ling it, make it very valuable. 


On the west side of the gulch, op- 


posite the main workings, there is an- 
other tunnel, whioh has beep dri\en 
to a depth of J50 feet, the object of 
which is to eventually tap the rich sil- 
ver ledge which is now being worked 
under lease by Mi. Xecdham 


The Xeefliham :Lea=c. 


This ledge, which is so far as de- 


veloped, about six feet in width, pit- 
ches at an angle of about 45 degrees, 
and the incline shaft which is being 
sunk upon it is now down To feet and 
considerable ore has been hoisted and 
is now sacked at the mouth of the 
shaft, which is worth at a very con- 
.servative estimate, about ?20 per ton. 


The ore from the Xeedham lease 


is very pretty, carymg most of its val- 
ues in the silver salts, but being- im- 
pregnated at the same time with a 


handsome display 
of 
crjstals, 


some of which are of the most deli- 
cate sea gieen, and others a rich am- 
ber. Among these crystals are found 
many handsome speciments of native 
silver. 


Adjoining the Harris property on 


the north is the Xevada Belle prop- 
erty owned and being developed by 
another Kansas corporation of which 
I. E Osborne is the manager, and of 
whicih he has great hopes S'jme very 
good lodges, carrying good surface 
values ha\e been f>und, which give 
every promise of peimancy.

The Old Days Revived. 


A revival of the old Jays, to a cer- 


tain, sober extent, at least, is surely 
in store for old Washoe, once the 
most populous, busy spot in the state, 
now a mere hamlet, surrounded by 
its ruined mill sites, fro nrsrtiich all 
semblance of their former .greatness 
has long since departed, its sage brush 
obliterated graveyards and its mem- 
ories of other days. 


Two miles to the eastward, the new 


management of the Harris mine has 
built its boarding house, assay office 
and other equipment, near its main 
tunnel site, and near this will prob- 
ably be located its mill, whidh will 
convert the ore from the Harris mine 
and leases into bullion. This is not 
decided yet, however, as the matter 
of water is a troublesome one, and it 
is quite possible that the mill, when 
it is built will, be erected near the 
lake, and within sight of Washoe. 


When the tunnel now nearing com- 


pletion shall have tapped the main 
ledge, mill tests of the various ore' 
from the mine will be made, and on 
the showing made by these tests will be 
determined the nature of the reduc- 
tion works to be installed, and this 
will largely influence the decision of 
whether the -mill will be built at the 
mine or at the lake.
